Thank you for your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated April 7, 2013, and 
received at the NASA Headquarters FOIA Office on April 8, 2013. NASA Langley Research 
Center is responding to your request on behalf of the Agency. Your request was assigned 
FOIA Case Number 13-HQ-F-00519. Your request was for a copy of all emails, memos, 
correspondence and other documents between March 1, 2012, and the date of your request 
relating to:

On April 12, 2013, 
NASA HQ sent you a letter asking you to provide justification to warrant news media status in 
accordance with Department of Justice guidance. 

You did not respond to our letter with the requested justification within 20 working-days as 
requested and you were not provided with news media status nor provided with a fee waiver. 
However, as a courtesy, we are providing you with responsive documents pertaining to the 
information you have requested. Therefore, your request has been closed.

Please note that a representative of the news media is not always afforded a complete fee 
waiver. Copy fees (as well as direct fees) may be charged following the first 100 pages of

basis and are based on several factors.
